functions are assigned by law to another department or agency), 6 

including: 7 

(A) administering, interpreting, and enforcing the zoning law 8 

and other land use laws and regulations, including 9 

enforcing all requirements of any site plan adopted or 10 

amended by the Planning Board; 11 

(B) administering, interpreting, and enforcing construction 12 

codes, and laws and regulations governing sediment 13 

control, stormwater management, floodplain management, 14 

special protection areas, and pond and excavation safety; 15 

(C) issuing building, electrical, stormwater discharge, and on-16 

site water supply and sewage disposal permits; and 17 

(D) administering and enforcing agricultural preservation and 18 

historic resources laws and regulations. 19

(3) The ex-officio, non-voting members must be nominated 22 

respectively by the Director of Environmental Protection, the 23 

Director of Housing and Community Affairs, the Director of 24 

Public Works and Transportation, the Fire [Administrator] Chief, 25 

the Planning Board, and the Washington Suburban Sanitary 26 

Commission. 27
